Dr.  Speer  calls  the  book  A  Mem - 
oir  and  styles  its  subject,  Missionary 
—Scholar — Mystic — Saint.  Fact  is 
that  George  Bowen  was  a  missionary 
in  India.  The  Memoir  proves  that 
Bowen  was  indeed  of  a  scholarly 
bent  of  mind  and  that  there  was  a 
deeply  mystical  strain  in  his  exu- 
berant  spirit.  That  the  man  lived 
dose  to  God  and  that  his  soul  was 
filled  to  overflowing  with  devotion 
to  God  and  the  missionary  cause  is 
very  evident.  In  a  word,  Bowen  was 
a  truly  remarkable  man  in  more  than 
one  respect.  To  mention  one  more 
feature  of  this  singular  man:  He 
was  possessed  of  no  mean  literary 
ability. 

The  book  is  not  a  common  style 
biography.  Dr.  Speer  has  done  little 
more  than  introduce  Bowen  from  time 
to  time  and  let  him  speak  for  himself. 
However,  such  links  as  he  forged  to 
connect  Bowen’s  own  declarations, 
largely  autobiographical,  are  very 
helpful  indeed.  One  could  wish  that 
the  sections  in  which  Dr.  Speer 
quotes  Bowen  and  others  were  set  up 
in  large  type.  Reading  through  this 
book  of  366  pages  is  a  sore  trial  for 
eyes  of  ordinary  strength.  But  even 
so,  the  time  spent  and  the  pains  suf¬ 
fered  are  not  too  high  a  price.

We 
are  told  that  “he  was  accidentally 
shot  and  totally  blinded.”  In  spite 
of  this  sad  handicap,  he  became  a 
scholar,  a  musician,,  an  evangelist 
and  an  orator.  He  holds  two  doctor  s 
degrees,  a  Ph.  D.  and  a  Th.  D.  He 
is  a  Baptist  by  persuasion  and  the 
author  of  several  religious  books. 
The  sermons  are  typical  of  the 
present-day  American  orthodox  pul¬ 
pit.
